Council Reviews Proposed 
Wage Scale On Project 
With Labor Committee 


The contract awarded by the city 
council to the Oakland Sewer Con- 
struction Company to _ complete the 
first unit of the_municipal sewer im- 
provement project, was formally ac- 
cepted on Monday by M. H. Harkins in 
behalf of the company. 

Harkins was in Placerville during the 
day and will start work on the pro- 
ject December 9, the members of the 
city council were advised at their regu- 
lar December meeting on Monday ev- 
ening. 

Aside from routime business and a 
discussion 
posed to be paid om the major unit of 
the sewer improvement, for which the 
contract is yet to be advertised, this 
was the chief business before the coun- 
cil. 

The board was visited by representa- 
tives of comstruction labor unions at 
Sacramento and, following discussions 
of the wage matter, 
Thomas Maul was instructed to pre- 
pare a resolution setting forth the 
minimum wages proposed to be paid. 

Members of the council who had 
been concerned about rights of way 
for the first unit of the improvement, 
which will be to lay a six-inch line 
with manholes and connections from 
Washington Street to the easterly city 
limits, said that the rights of way are 
being granted. : 


Neilsen Held 
For Trial 


Bound Over At Preliminary 
On Monday Afternoon In 
Justice’s Court . 


Walter Neilsen, 24, charged under 
section 503 of the Motor Vehicle ast 
with appropriating the car of another 
to his owm use without 
consent, was bound over for trial 
the Superior Court at a preliminary 
hearing Monday afternoon before Jus- 
tice of the Peace T. F.. Lewis. 


It was Neilson’s second appearance 
before Justice Lewis within 
days, the first having been when he 
answered @ petty theft complaint. 

He was charged with taking some 
$40-odd from the till at the Ivy Hotel 
Bar, where he had been employed as 
bartender. Arrested in Sacramento and 
returned here, he pleaded guilty, agreed 
to make restitution and was fined $10 
by Justice Lewis placed on six- 
months probation. 

Then, Traffic Captain E. A. Brewster 
discovered that his personal car had 
been stolen from Frey’s Garage. In- 
vestigation showed that probably Neil- 
son had taken the car when he left 
town. 

The probability, occording to officers, 
proved true, and Neilson was arrested 
again in Sacramento and returned here 
to face the second charge. 

He hadn’t violated his probation, but 
now he goes into Superior Court for 
arraignment om the automobile charge, 
while on propation in the justice court 
on the petty theft charge. Some legal 
statistician might say the circum- 
stances sets a record of some kind.
